France than all the horrors of war, and 
which, therefore, every true Frenchman 
thould endeavour to prevent. 
_ The negotiation begun two years ago, 
by Mont. de Buffy, in England, has at 
length, it feems, been finally clofed by 
the préliminarjes figned at Fontainbleau, 
By a brief Ge ee of thofe infa- 
mous articles, I fhall make it appear, 
that our minifters have betrayed their 
king and ‘country, and haye diverted
